USE OF SHIPS’ GUNS ON LAND. 


American Artillery Officers Much Inter 
ested in the Probiem. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 31.—There is keen 
interest in army circles in the artillery 
operations which have made the battle of 
Nan-Shan Hill one of the greatest of 
modern military contests. The details of 
-the various engagements, as reported by 
the wireless dispatches of THE New Yorx 
Tres, are read with consuming interest. 

No advices as to the military operations 
have yet been received from the American 
officers with the two contending armies, 
and it will only be when the final reports 
are made after the war is ended that the 
problems of strategy and their solution in 
battle will be fully stated and open to 
expert opinion. 

The accounts of the use by the Russians 
at Kin-Chow of dismounted six and eight- 
inch guns ffom their warships, have es- 
pecially roused the curiosity of the expert 
artillery officers of the army. This is a 
last resort of a beleaguered army that is 
always calculated to excite the liveliest 
hunger for information among military 
students. 

As a rule artillery officers are incredulous 
as to the report that the Russians used 
eight-inch naval guns at Nan-Shan Hill 
An eight-inch gun weighs about fourteen 
tons, ahd while the Russians had the use 
of the railroads to haul these guns, it 
would have been practically an impossible 
task to drag them up the heights and 
mount them. The carriage for such a gun 
weighs about as much as the gun itself. 
and it would be impossible to train these 
immense guns successfully without their 


The Russians, it is conceded, have had 
time enough to move heavy guns from the 
ships and plant them in earthworks, but 
if they have done so it is regarded as more 
likely that they have only tried to move 
six-inch or smaller guns. A six-inch gun 
weighs about seven tons, and it is believed

“We think.” the opinion continued. 
“that so far as territory is outlying and 
not incorporated, Congress is not required 
to set up trial by jury.” and in this con-

the Filipino the right of the accused to be 
heard by himself and counsel; to have a 
speedy and public trial; to meet his wit- 
nesses face to face, and further that no 
person should be held to answer for a 
criminal offense without due process of 
law, or be put twice in jeopardy for the 
same offense. 

“It cannot be successfully maintained." 
the opinion added, “that this system does 
not give an adequate and efficient method 
to preserve the rights of the accused." 

The defendants, it was held in conclusion, 
very properly were convicted of gross libel. 
and the judgment of the Supreme Court of 
the Philippines was affirmed. 

In his opinion Justice Harlan said that as 
the rights of 10,000,000 ‘people were in- 
volved,‘he felt constrained to dissent. 

“The Constitution declares.” said he, 
“that ‘No person’ (not ‘no American citi- 
zen") shall be held to answer for a capital 
or otherwise infamous crime except on 
presentment or indictment of a grand jury 
and the unanimous verdict of a petit jury 
composed of twelve persons. The conclu- 
sion reached by the court is so obviously 
forbidden by the Constitution that I can- 
not regard the judgment of this court other- 
wise than as An amendment to the Consti- 
tution by judicial action, when another 
mode of amendment is expressly provided 
for in that instrument.” 

Granting that trial by jury might be 
sometimes inconvenient in the administra- 
tion of criminal justice {n the Philippines, 
Justice Harlan observed, such inconveni- 
ences were of slight moment compared? with 
the danger of judicial amendments to the 
Constitution. 

Another case decided was that of Kepner 
versus the United States. Kepner practiced 
iaw !n Manila. and was eae with em- 
bezzlement. The Court of rst Instance 
acquitted him. but the Supreme Court of 
the islands convicted him. The case was 
then appealed to the United States Supreme 
Court by Kepner on the ground that by the 


rocess of appeal he was twice put in jeop- 
aray contrary to the Constitution Rd the 
United States. The opinion by Justice Day 
sustained this view. reversing the decision 
of the Philippine Supreme Court. Justices

Subway work in Forty-second Street will 
be completed and the surface of the street 
will be restored to a passable condition by 
Monday of next week, as the result of or- 
Gers issued inst evening through the con- 
tractor and Commissioner Oakley of the 
Department of Water Suppy, Gas, and 
Electricity.

As an outcome of the complaints that 
have been piling in lately about the ob- 
structions in Forty-second Street because of 
the subway work, John B. McDonald of the 
Rapid Transit Construction Company calied 
im Mr. Degnon yesterday and questioned 
him about the condition of that section of 
the work. He told Mr. McDonald that 
O’Brien & Ryder had the contract for in- 
stalling the curb cocks along the street, 
which required an excavation of 8 feet long 
by 4 deep for the water connection with 
each building. He said if this pontract were 
carried out it would take a month to six 
weeks to restore the street, but that if the 
contract were rescinded it could be repaired 
by Monday next. 

The Ryder of the plumbing firm is 
Patrick J. Ryder, the Tammany leader in 
the Third Assembly District. and one of the 
district leaders who received nothing from 
the organization in the shape of patrunige.

Detective Finally Shoots Him Down 
in Coal Bin Refuge. 


BULLETS SING IN THE STREET 


Aove-Crazed Boarding-House Keeper 


First Tried to Kill Servant He 
Wanted to Marry. 


James Johnson, a love-crazed Norwegian, 
who keeps a boarding house at 210 East 
Thirty-second Street, filled the air full of 
lead from a pair of revolvers at his home 
yesterday, first to compel a girl to marry 
him, then to fight off the police who 
were after him, when he sought refuge in 
a grate-covered coal bin under the side- 
walk. Detective Murtha of the Hast 
Thirty-fifth Street station finally ‘‘winged’’ 
the man with a bullet in the thigh and 
the Norwegian was taken to Bellevue 
Hospital, a prisoner. The shooting stam-~- 
peded several members of the Tammany 
Central Association who were sitting on the 
steps of their club house across the street. 

Johnson would not have gotten into any 
trouble if he had not loved Annie Bojland, 
@ servant in wis house. She came to this 
country nine months ago, with a letter of 
recommendation from friends there to 
Johnson, and he gave her employment as a 
chambermaid. For four months every- 
thing went well. Then Johnson fell in love 
with her, and repeatedly asked her to mar-~ 
ry him, she says, but she constantly re- 
fused. One day when she was at work on 
the second floor he entered the room and, 
she says, pointed a gun at her and threat- 
ened to shoot her if she did not promise 
then and there to marry him. Annie is a 
large and powerful girl and she was not 
frightened by the threat. Instead, she 
grabbed his arm at the moment he pulled 
the trigger and the bullet went harmlessly 
into the ceiling. On the same day the girl 
packed up her clothes and left. 

Three weeks ago, at Johnson's importuni- 
ties and promises to behave himself, the 
girl went back to the boarding house to 
work. For two weeks Joknson treated her 
respectfully, she ‘says, and made no re- 
newal of his offer of marriage. During 
the past week, however, he again made 
advances to her, which she still repelled. 

Yesterday morning, she says, he asked 
her again to marry him. She refused, and 
he tried to make her swallow some carbolic 
acid. She fought him off, and he went out 
and got two revolvers and fifty cartridges. 
Returning soon after noon, he asked her 
again to marry. She refused again, and he 
pointed a revolver at her, She fought him 
out of the room, but at 3 o’clock he caught 
her in a top floor room, and, without .@ny 
warning, fired two shots. Both bullets 
went into the wall. 

William Heinze, who occupies a room on 
the floor below, hearing the shots, rushed 
up stairs and met the girl running out of 
the room to escape Johnson. Johnson fol- 
lowed her with his revolver, and Heinze 
knocked it out of his hand. Without 
stopping to reckon with Heinze, Johnson 
drew another revolver from his hip pocket 
and fired twice at the fleeing girl, who had 
reached the landing below at the time. 
She kept on, and, getting out of Johnson’s 


sight by means of the back stairs, locked 
herself in the bathroom on the second floor. 
Johnson, supposing she had gone further 
down, kept on to the sub-cellar, and when 
he found that the house was aroused, he 
hid in the coalbin. 

The girl then summoned Patrolman Nor- 
berry. As he reached the house, he’ heard 
several shots from underneath ‘the side- 
walk where Johnson was: busy firing up 
through the grating. Detectives Quinn and 
Murtha, who heard thé shots two blocks 
away, rushed up and joined Norberry. 
Hearing that a man was in the cellar, 
Murtha incautiously put his head to the 
grating, and as he did so two bullets zipped 
past his ear. He dodged back in a hurry. 
The .crowd of Tammany Club members on 
the opposite stoop sought cover in the 
rear of their rooms when the bullets began 
to fly, and at the height of the fusillade 
the street in front of the house was de- 
serted except for the three policemen and 
the cool and unconcerned Annie. 

Norberry went up stairs looking for 
Johnson, and as he poked his head out of 
the top-story window another bullet from 
the grating sang past him. He disap- 
peared. 

Making a rush to the grating, Murtha 
fired once into the darkness of the sub- 
cellar. A low cry from below told that his 
bullet had taken effect, and the shots from 
below ceased. After waiting a few minutes 
Murtha and Quinn entered the cellar and 
found Johnson faint from loss of blood 
from his wound. ; 

Annie went back to the house just long 
enough to get her clothes, and then started 
away, but the police held her as a witness. 


PROTECTION OF AUTO DRIVERS. 


Police Not to be Less Vigilant in Other 
Than Prescribed Routes. 


Members of the Automobile Club of New 
York are apprehensive that Police Com- 
missioner McAdoo’s plan to confine them to 
special routes in going to and from the fer- 
ries means that the protection they are now 
getting outside of these routes will be with- 
drawn. W. W. Niles, counsel for the club, 
who has had several conferences with the 
Commissioner on the subject, said yesterday 
that automobilists who like to choose their 
own routes to the ferries through the most 
populous portions of the east and west sides 
will receive as much protection from stone 
throwers under the new plan as they ever 
did; but drivers cautious enough to také the 
prescribed routes will receive e benefit of 
a special patrol. The Board of Governors 
will hold a meeting at the clubhouse this 
evening to consider Commissioner McAdoo’s 
Suggestions. 

In a letter to the club the Commissioner 
has made it plain that he cannot give addi- 
tional protection to automobilists against 


stone throwers unless they will agree to 
confine themselves to certain routes. He 
suggests that in going north and south they 
confine themselves to Eighth Avenue exelu- 
sively, and not turn toward either of the 
rivers until they reach the street designated 
as the approach to the ferry house for 
which they are bound. For instance, in 
going to the East Twe nty-third Street ferry, 
East Twenty-second Street is to be used by 
the auto cars. In going to the East Thirty- 
fourth Street ferry, Thirty-third Street has 
been designated.

SHOOTS DOWN HER HU HUSBAND. 


Mrs. John Cuff Says “He Neglected Her 
—She Is a Prisoner Now. 


John Cuff, a chauffeur living at 21 Man- 
hattan Street, was shot and dangerously 
wounded by his wife yesterday afternoon. 
Jealousy is believed to have prompted her 
act. After buying a revolver at a pawn- 
shop, she lured her husband home from a 
saloon by sending him a note saying that 
their six-year-old son was ill. As Cuff 
opened the door of his apartment on the 
third floor she opened fire. 

He then fled to the front hall. She fol- 
lowed and fired until the five chambers of 
the revolver had been emptied.

ROADS WIN OLD SUIT 


Continental Insurance Company’s 


Charges Are Not Upheld. 


NO FRAUD IN DIRECTORATES 


It Was Charged That There Was Collu- 
sion in Plan to Save Interest on 
Bond Issue Refunding. 


The suit brought by the Continental In- 
surance Company against the New York 
and Harlem Railroad and the New York 
Central Railroad, alleging that the™Di- 
rectors of the former road, being also Di- 
rectors of the latter, had made between 
the two railroads a contract, which was 
conceived in fraud and was against the 
best interests of the stockholders of the 
Harlem Road, of whom the Continental 
Insurance Company was one, has beeri dis- 
missed, 

The suit has been pending for several 
years. When begun, in 1902, it created 
something of a sensation in the financial 
district, on account of the charges made 
against the Board of Directors of the Cen- 
tral, including William K. Vanderbilt, 
Frederick W. Vanderbilt, Chauncey M. De- 
pew, Samuel F. Barger, Charles C. Clarke, 
J. Pierpont Morgan, H. McK. Twombly, 
Wiliam H. Newman, George S. Bowdoin, 
William Rockefeller, Darius O. Mills, and 
William Bliss. The Continental Insurance 
Company undertook to upset a compromise 
made between the two railroads. By this 
compromise a saving of interest on the re- 
funding of an issue of Harlem bonds, in- 
volving several millions of dollars an- 
nually, was divided between tRe two com- 
panies. This division was made in settle- 
ment of claims made by each company un- 
der a lease of the Harlem to the Central. 
Under the lease each road declared itself 
to be entitled to the entire saving. 

It was charged in the suit that the Di- 
rectors of the two companies were iden- 
tical, but that they were personally more 
largely interested in the Central than in 
thé Harlem, and that for that reason they 
were biased in favor of the Central and 
unable to effect a legal compromise. The

Directors were interested in ‘the syndicate 
which purchased the issue of refunding 
bonds of the Harlem, and that in doing 
this they sacrificed the interests of their 
companies to their own private advantage. 
The testimony was taken before Charles 
Andrews, formerly Chief Justice of the 
Court of Appeals of this State, who acted 
as referee, and who has now rendered his 
decision, dismissing the suit on the merits 
and with costs to the defendants. 
According to the decision of Mr. Andrews, 
the cofmpromise agreement was the out- 
growth of an honest dispute as to the rights 
of the respective companies, founded on a 
genuine and reasonable doubt on the part 
of each company as to their respective 
rights and obligations. He finds that the 
Directors, although common Directors, 
were also common stockholders of both 
roads, and that by the compromise they 
lost much more as stockholders of the Har- 
lem than they gained as stockholders of 
the Central, with the exception of one 
Director, whose gain was comparatively 
trivial, the testimony showing that it was 
$250°a year, while one.of the Directors lost 
by the compromise $40,000 a year. 
Regarding the purchase of the bonds by 
a syndicate, the referee says that he is un- 
able to trace any connection between the 
two subjects; that the bonds were sold for 


their full market value at the timé, and 
that the commissions allowed were not 
unreasonable. The referee also finds that, 
so far as the interest of the Directors in 
the bond syndicate is concerned, not one 
of them was a subscriber to the syndicate 
or had any direct interest in the bonds as 
purchasers. 

He winds yp his decision with the state- 
ment that, far as he understands the 
evidence, there was no combination, no 
conspiracy, and no fraud. 


TEACHER WINS HIS SUIT. 


Declined to be Made a Substitute and 
Is Upheld. 


Justice Gaynor of the Supreme Court, 
Brooklyn, yesterday decided in favor. of 
Frank M. Bogert, a school teacher, in his 
suit against the Board of Education to re- 
cover salary, awarding him $4,270.83, with 
interest. Bogert was Principal of a branch 
public school in Brooklyn when that city 
became a part of New York. He was then 
employed for a fixed term, which was to 
expire June 30, 1898. At the expiration of

TOO TOO MANY TEACHERS, MAYBE. 


Board of Education’s Auditor Thinks 
Pay. List Is Overdrawn. 


Alleged loose business methods of the 
Board of Superintendents of the Depart- 
ment of Education in nominating teachers 
may compel the Commissioners of the 
Board of Education to pay the salaries of 
a number of the most recent appointments, 
as the two-hundred-thousand-dollar fund 
for this purpose has apparently been ex- 
hausted.

standstill. 

The Board of Superintendents was or- 
dered to report on all new appointments, so 
that the Auditor could determine when the 

200,000 was expended. This the Superin- 
tendents, it is charged, failed to do. It is 
not known how much of the sum has been 
used, though the Auditor believes it to be 
overdrawn. If such is the case, the Com- 
missioners of the Board of Education, who 
approved the nominations, are responsible 
for the salaries of. the teachers not pro- 
vided for. 


LEFT BABY IN CLUB HALL. 


Mother Later Regretted Abandonment— 
She Is Held in Court. 


Mrs. Annie Brown, a young woman who 
has been living recently with a:sister at 187 
Avenue C, in this borough, was held for 
examination yesterday in the Manhattan 
Avenue Police Court, Williamsburg, for 
abandoning her seven-month-old girl baby 
in the hall of the Jefferson Club, on Green- 
point Avenue, on Saturday night.

Pu Lun, Nephew of the Emperor, Is 
Bound for St. Louis Fair. 


HIS VIEWS OF AMERICA 


Holds a Democratic Reception and May 
Visit Coney Island—His Chance 
for the Throne. 


Prince Pu Lun, nephew of the Emperor 
of China, Minister to His Imperial Presence, 
and with an outside chance to gain the 
throne of the Flowery Kingdom, arrived 
in New York, yesterday morning. The 
Prince is in America as the representative 
of his Emperor at the World’s Fair in St, 
Louis, 

Prince Pu is -the highest Chinese digni- 
tary that has ever visited the United States, 
and as near as it is possible to judge of a 
man who speaks nothing but his native 
language, he is most democratic, at least 
as democratic as a Prince of the royal blood 
is ever allowed to be. With the Prince 
came half a dozen secretaries and fifteen 
servants, the whole comprising an entour- 
age of twenty-one persons who are occupy- 
ing a suite of twenty rooms on the second 
floor of the Manhattan Hotel. The party 
brought 175 pieces of baggage. It is said 
that Prince Pu personally pays all his own 
hotel bills. 

Fifty Chinatown merchants and their 
children, all gorgeously dressed in em- 
broidered gowns, presenting a wonderful 
array of color, were lined up on the plat- 
iorm an hour before the train from Buffalo 
arrived. They talked in-subdued tones, as 
if impressed with the weightiness of the 
presence which was about to greet them. 
A little later Sir Chentung Liang-Cheng, 
the Chinese Minister, arrived. He came 
from Washington to greet the royal visit- 
or. Tseng Choa Kwong, the Chinese Consul 
in this city, also was there. They took 
their positions at the head of the line and 
waited. The Minister, who stands head 
and shoulders above his fellows, and who 
speaks English fluently, having been edu- 
cated at Phillips Andover Academy, was re- 
splendent in a changeable blue robe, richly 
embroidered, and wore in his hat the iong 
plume of horsehair and peacock plumes in- 
dicative of his rank. 

When the train rolled into the station 
every one except the Minister looked un- 
comfortable, and the merchants came to at- 
tention. A long string of servants and 
secretaries alighted, and last of all came 
the Prince, who was cordially greeted by 
the Minister, and before whom the assem- 
bled merchants made a low obeisance. 
The children had been relegated to the 
background, and tried to peer through the 
robes of their sires to see what was going 
on. 

POLICE GUARD CARRIAGE. 

Prince Pu looked pleased at his recep- 

tion, and walked along the line bowing gra- 
ciously to his welcomers. Detective Sergts. 
Funston and Fogerty, who had been de- 
tailed from the Central Office to look after 
the Prince, escorted him and the Minister 
to @ carriage in waiting, As soon as it had 
been occupied it was at once surrounded 
by a cordon of mounted police and rattled 
oif to the hotel. 
s Soon after the Prince had been made com- 
fortable in the big apartments he consent- 
ed, through the Minister, to receive the re- 
porters. It was stated, however, that the 
Prince had contracted a cold in Buffalo, 
and that. he could not be expected to give a 
very extended interview. 

Prince Pu looks like a student. He is 
short in stature, this being more marked 
when he stands beside the big Minister. He 
wears large steel-rimmed spectacles with 
thick lenses, and has the stoop of the schol- 
ar. He viewed his surroundings with pass- 
ing interest, and then turned to the Minis- 
ter, as if waiting for him to open the pro- 
ceedings. 

The Prince was less gorgeously appareled 
than any of his retinue, with the exception 
of the servants. His robe was of blue silk, 
edged with gold braid, and emblazoned on 
the back with the traditional:dragon, but 
on the top of his hat, like a huge drop 
of blood, was a button fashioned from a 
large ruby, the insignia of his exalted rank. 
None but those of royal birth may wear 
this emblem in China. 

Sir Chentung made a deep obeisance as 
he spoke to the Prince, and then, in Chi- 
nese, he presented the newspaper men. If 
their names were being pronounced—for the 
Minister held their cards in his hand—they 
did not recognize the fact. Then the Prince 
said a few words, and if the Minister in- 
terpreted correctly a great deal can be said 
in Chinese that would take much longer 
in the telling in English. The Prince looked 
very solemn while the Minister was talk- 
ing to the reporters. 

“The Prince,” said the Minister, “ has 
been deeply impressed With the educational 
facilities of this great country of yours, by 
its great industries, and by the wonderful 
happiness and plenty that seem common 
in all parts of the land which he has 
visited. He has been greatly impressed by 
the courtesy which has been shown him, 
and anticipates a very pleasant stay in 
New York.” 2

BURNED NAST’S LAST PICTURE. 


Mrs. Andrew Reasoner Didn’t Like Por- 
trait of Her Husband. 


Special to The New York Times. 

EAST ORANGE, May 31.—It has just be- 
come generally known that the last canvas 
vpon which the late Thomas Nast labored 
was burned. The pfcture was a portrait 
of Andrew Reasoner, who was Superinten- 
dent of the Morris and Essex Division of 
the Lackawanna Railroad, and who died 
in East Orange a few years ago. 

Mr. and Mrs, Reasoner knew Mr. Nast 
very well, and when Mr. Reasoner died his 
widow arranged with Mr. Nast to paint his 
portrait. The picture she wanted copied 
Was one showing Mr. Reasoner at his desk 
in the Hoboken office of the Lackawanna, 

Mrs. Reasoner, gave the commission to 
Mr, Nast just before the latter went to 
South America as United States Consul, 
and he accepted, saying he would work on 
the canvas while he was away and would 
bring it home with him on his first vaca- 
tion. While Mr. Nast was preparing to 
come home he was stricken with yellow 
fever and died. He had already sent the 
Reasoner picture with some of his other ef- 
fects to his home in Morristown. 

After a while Mrs. Reasoner went to 
Morristown to inspect the picture, and made 
up her mind to pay a fair price for the 
work that had been done on it and then 
burn it. She expressed her dissatisfaction 
with the picture, and said the face was 
poorly painted, the hands too large, and 
other details unsatisfactory. She said it 
would not be taken for a picture of Mr. 
Reasoner. 

Mrs. Nast said she wanted $1,500. Mrs. 
Reasoner said she would not pay that sum. 
She would not consent to have some other 
artist complete the picture, and declared 
that it would never be satisfactory to her. 

For a long time the canvas remained in 
Morristown, but at last Mrs. Nast accepted 
Mrs. Reasoner’s offer of $500. Mrs. Rea- 
soner went to Washington for about a 
month, and the picture arrived in. the 
house in her absence and was not opened. 
When she returned Mrs. Reasoner showed 
the portrait to several friends, and all 
agreed that it wasn’t a good likeness. The 
following day she called her housekeeper 
and had the painting taken to the back 
yard, where it was set afire. The two wo- 
men sat and watched it burn. e 

“It was a very painful thing to do, said 
Mrs. Reasoner to-day, ‘“‘and if Mr. Nast 
had lived he would doubtless have been able 
to complete the picture so it would have 
been satisfactory.”’ 


TO JAIL FOR CHEATING BOYS. 


Lamson Would Take Applicant’s $250 
and Give Him Job Counting Buildings. 


Harrison G. Lamson, who described him- 
self as an architect, with offices at 39 
Broadway, was convicted yesterday in the 
Court of General Sessions on a charge of 
grand larceny in obtaining $250 from Mat- 
thew Frank, twenty-one years old, of 252 
Heyward Street, Brooklyn, on a promise of 
giving him employment as a paymaster. 
Lamson is a tall, distinguished-looking 
man, with a Vandyke beard,’and he said 
he was thirty-one years old. 

Frank testified that he had seen an ad- 
vertisement in the papers: ‘ Collectors and 
Paymasters wanted, $250 security required.” 
He wrote, applying for a position, and re- 
ceived a postal card telling him to call on 
Henry Hosier, 74 Broadway. There he was 
informed that there was no use for him to 
apply for work, unless he had $250. Then 
he was sent to Lamson, who said he was a 
man of wealth and was interested in build- 
ing a sanitarium for $300,000 at Bath Beach. 
On the stand Lamson admitted that his 
total assets were only $50, and his liabil- 
ities $700. After Frank had handed over 
his $250, Lamson handed him contracts 
calling the money a loan which was to bear 
interest, Lamson engaged several other 
boys and young men on the same terms, 
and sent them out on various peculiar er- 
rands, one to look over the real estate 
columns of newspapers, another to make a 
list of all the vacant office buildings on 
Broadway, and another to tabulate the 
number of vacant lots in the Bronx. 

Hosier, the alleged partner in the game, 
has been arrested and will be arraigned to- 
morrow in the Tombs Court. He once was 
sentenced to three and one-half years in 
State Prison by Recorder Smyth for ob- 
taining money by the same scheme Lamson 
practiced. 


JAILBREAKER’S LIBERTY SHORT. 


Worked for Three Weeks for Half an 
Hour’s Freedom. 


Paul Damb, who had served half of a 
year’s sentence in the Snake Hill Peniten- 
tiary for a burglary committed at Jersey 
City, escaped yesterday by prying the bars 
from a window on the third tier and drop- 
ping to the ground, a distance of thirty 
feet. The escape was effected while the 
other prisoners were at breakfast, Damb 
having feigned illness as a pretext for re- 
maining in his cell. 

Herman Becker, another prisoner, who 
was allowed to remain in his cell for the 
same reason, had planned to escape with 
him, but when Becker looked from the 
‘window and saw the distance he would 
have to drop his nerve failed and he went 
back to his cell. He told Warden Grimes 
that he and Damb had worked three weeks 
to loosen the bars in the window. 

Damb’s term of liberty was brief. A 
prisoner at work in the stone quatry saw 
him drop from the window. He raf to the 
penitentiary office and gave an alarm. 
Damb was captured half an hour later in 
the swamp near the Hackensack River. ‘The 
brief time he had been absent he had man- 
aged to exchange his prison garb for a blue 
serge suit and a derby hat. He refused to 
say by whom the suit had been furnished. 
When Damb’s term expires he may be 
sentenced to two ‘more years for jail 
breaking. 


GOV. ODELL IN PARIS. 


Will See Gen. Porter To-day—Says His 
Trip Is Mainly for Rest. 


PARIS, May 31.—Gov. Odell of New York 
arrived here late this afternoon and went 
to the HOtel Ritz. 

The Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse reached 
Cherbourg late last night. The special 
train bringing the passengers arrived here 
at daylight, but Gov. Odell, to avoid the 
fatigue of the night journey, remained at 
Cherbourg over night and came on to-day. 
Owing to the lateness of his arrival he did 
not call at the United States Embassy or 
elsewhere, but dined with his son in the 
Ritz Gardens. 

Gov. Odell’s coming is attracting much 
interest because of the published yeport 
that one of the purposes of his visit: is to 
induce Ambassador Porter to accept the 
candidacy for Governor of New York, 

When The Associated Press correspondent 
asked Mr. Odell about the report, he re- 
plied that he had come abroad for a short 
rest, intending to remain a week and then 
return to New York in time to attend the 
Republican National Convention.

SUICIDE DUE ,TO INSANITY? 


Friends Say Mental Strain and Recent 
Marriage Brought On Temporary 
Aberration—Deny It Was 
Premeditated. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BALTIMORE, Md., May 31.—Mayor Mc- 
Lane’s suicide puts the Republicans in con- 
trol of the City Government under a pro- 
vision for the centralization of power pro- 
vided by the new city charter. The -Re- 
publicans now also control the burned dis- 
trict commission and all improvements 
from this time on. 

‘President E. Clay Timanus of the Second 
Branch of the City Couricil took the oath of 
office as Mayor to-day. Mayor Timanus 
will serve out the balance of Mayor Mc- 
Lane's term of three years. 

Mayor Timanus is a Republican. He said 
to-day that it is too early for him to defi- 
nitely outline what his policy will be. It is 
not believed that he will undertake to undo 
the appointments of his predecessor, 

Mayor Timanus is a leading manufacturer 
of this city, Director in a National bank, 
and a prominent member of the Chamber of 
Commerce and other busness associations. 
He is forty-one years of age and has been a 
member of the City Council several terms, 

The entire city is in mourning over the 
tragedy. The flags on the Court House, 
City Hall, Chamber of Commerce, and 
hotels are at half mast. 

Mayor Timanus’s first official act was to 
order the draping of the City Hall in 
mourning for his predecessor. All the 
municipal boards met and adjourned as @ 
mark of respect. The Supreme bench of 
Baltimore held a special meeting and or- 
dered that the several courts of the city 
be adjourned until the morning after the 
funeral, Chief Judge Harlan and other 
Judges referred to the great “ public sor- 
row ” that had come upon Baltimore. Many 
leading citizens, including Cardinal Gib- 
bons, are giving public expression to the 
view that the death of the Mayor is in the 
nature of a serious public calamity. 

Mayor McLane’s family physician and 
many of his friends dispute the theory that 
his death was a suicide, though Coroner 
Hayden, still maintains that there is no 
doubt upon that point. 

It is strongly urged in many quarters 
that his suicide was not premeditated, but 
the result of an uncontroilable attack of 
emotional insanity, brought on by mental 
strain, supersensitiveness to criticism, and 
probably family differences resulting from 
his recent marriage. Dr. James Bosley, the 
Health Commissioner, and other leading 
physicians say that had tne pistol not been 
near at hand the tragedy would not have 
happened. The Mayor was thoroughly ac- 
customed to handling firearms, and was a 
good shot with the revolver. 

That he was weary and disheartened with 
his efforts to improve the burned district 
upon broad, liberal, modern plans, and that 
the opposition and criticism depressed him 
was shown by his recent conduct with his 
official associates and his statements to 
friends, To one of the latter he said: 

‘Baltimore is infected with too much 
*‘mosbackism.’ I had hoped that the fire 
which swept away the business heart of our 
city had also swept away this ‘mossback- 
ism.’ I had hoped that a new set of men 
would come to the front, and that the men 
content to make @ fortune of $100,000 and 
then quit would disappear. There seems to 
be a spirit abroad that digs into every sug- 
gestion of public progress and pulls out 
reasons to show why a thing should not be 
done. This is not-the time to take a nega- 
tive view of a proposition or the shadowy 
view or the gloomy view; it is the time to 


consider the favorable view—the view that 
impels a fellow to go ahead. We want men 
who will dare and do,

burned the midnight oil. I tell you it is an 
awful thing to be fagged out.” 


APPLAUSE FOR PARKER. 


Enthusiasm at First Meeting of New

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HURST PARK WON EASILY. 


The Successful Favorite of the Day 
Made All the Pace. 


COLLECTOR JESSUP’S STAKES 


Races at the Gravesend Track Were 
Run in Heavy Going, and Five Post 
Favorites Were Beaten. 


Just as a change from the monotony, of 
having all the favorites win, results went 
very near the other extreme at the Graves- 
end race course yesterday, and favorites 
were beaten with such regularity and pre- 
cision that until Hurst Park galloped home 
for the last event of the day the followers 
of public form were in’a state closely akin 
to panic. Hurst Park saved the day for 
the general public and the followers of 
demonstrated Yorm, though there was many 
a gasp of surprise when Odom took Hurst 
Park to the front and, in spite of the fact 
that the horse had up 129 pounds and was } 
conceding lumps of weight to every other 
horse in the race,‘made all the pace with 
him. Bettors were ready to give it up 
many times before Hurst Park got home, 
for every horse in the race with speed 
enough to get out of the crowd took a 
crack at the top-weight favorite and pace- 
maker, but Hurst Park never was troubled 
in the slightest, and only once after he 
took command relinquished the lead. This 
was when Audience made a burst as the 
field came out of the back strétch, and for 
just a few strides was alongside of the 
favorite, but Hurst Park had speed enough 
to regain his advantage before the stretch 
was reached, and then, giving away a lot 
of ground as he swung wide to get to the 
firmer going on the outside, he galloped 
home winner in the easiest sort of style, 
while Audience lasted out and got the place 
by half a dozen lengths from Toscan, third. 

The track was deep in mud, and the un- 
certain going kept many of the admirers 
of Hurst Park from backing that horse, as 
there was doubt among many betting men 
about the ability of the favorite to run in 
the mud. His owner and trainer were 
supremely confident, however, and so it 
happened that Hurst Park carried a great 
weight of clubhouse bets, and was unques- 
tionably the best-backed winner of the day, 
though the odds against him rose steadily 
and he started at a price 50 per cent. longer 
than the opening quotations against him. 

The race for the Parkway Handicap, at 
one mile and a sixteenth, was the ostensible 
feature of the programme, and in fact did 
produce a good race, in spite of the whole- 
sale scratching that cut the field from the 
original fourteen starters to eight runners. 
In this Africander, disregarding his bad 
race in the Brooklyn Handicap, was made 
the favorite, as it had been proved that he 
is at home in heavy going. The crowd 
seemed to have forgotten that Major 
Daingerfield is equally at home in mud, 
for that horse started at 5 to 1, while Afri- 
cander was favorite at 2 to 1. The race 
Was a two-horse affair from the last half- 
mile post, Major Daingerfield winning with | 
ease at the end by three lengths, while 
Africander was so far away from the others 
in' the race that seemingly there was’ no 
third horse, though “ Father Bill’’ Daly’s 
Himself got up in time to catch the atten- 
tion of the judges and get third place, three 
lengths behind Africander. For the open- 
ing race Ascension proved much the best, 
and was returned the winner, after mak* 
ing the pace for the greater part of the 
distance. _ 

Schulamite, trained by “Billy”’ Lake- 
land and backed by a number of the heavy 
vettors, raced out in front for the best part 
of the second event and won with ease, the 
favorite, Wayward Lass, getting the place. 

In the third race Ort Wells, favorite at 
odds on, was beaten through the fact that 
O'Neill, who rode him, was overconfident, 
und ‘waited too long before going after the 
fast colt, Collector Jessup, that just’ last- 
ed the distance out and, whipped home, won 
by a neck. 

The fifth race produced another close con- 
test, Khorasan then lasting out to the end 
and winning by a head from a better horse, 
in Niblick, which was indifferently ridden 
by Redfern.

RIFLE VICTORY ASSAILED. 


English Charge an Infraction of Rules 
by Paima Trophy Winners. 


LONDON, May 31.—At the Spring meeting of 
the National Rife Association, held in London 
to-day, Lord Cheylesmore, the President, ‘Te- 
ferred to the correspondence between -the Na- 
tional Rifle Association and the American Rifle 
Association relative to the allegation that the 


American team, which. won the Palma Trophy 
in 1903. did not use the Natfonal arm of the 
United States, and thereby did not conform to the 
conditions of the contest. Lord Cheylesmore re- 
garded the incident as. being most regretable, 
and said it was very unfortunate that it ever 
occurred. The object of the council in sifting 
the matter was not to seek to reverse the re- 
sult of the match or arouse any bitterness, but 
simply to clear up the serious question which had 
been publicly raised. 


Automobile Notes of interest. 


Augustus Post, Chairman of the committee 
having in charge the big automobile run to St. 
Louis from July 25 to'Aug. 10, has recently re- 
turned to this city after a visit to’ Chicago, St. 
Louis, and other Western places.‘ He has been 
making a personal study of the roads which 
will be used by the different sections of auto- 
mobilists, and he will soon make a detailed re- 
port, giving information concerning the condi- 
tion* of the roads from point to point, as well 
as material regarding hotel accommodations on 
the route, 

The Road Commissioners of Fayetteville, N. 
Y., have notified local representatives of the 
A. A. A. Touring Committee that they will make 
special repairs on the road between Fayette- 
ville and Syracuse before the tour. They give 
assurances that this will furnish a stretch of 
eight miles, free from ruts and sharp stones. 
There are indications of similar intentions on 
the part of road officials at other points along 
the main line. 


Frank X. Mudd, Chairman of the Chicago Com- 
mittee, has recently gome over the road between 
Chicago and Joliet, by way of the Illinois River, 
He reports that this has been made an optional 
route in case it is shown that the road as 
planned is less desirable than the river road. 
Mr. Mudd also reports that he went over the 
route from Springfield to St. Louis recently with 
Mr. Post and found the roads, although rough, 
in good condition. He states that the tourists 
in August will have no trouble on the road fro 
Chicago to St, Louis, except some dust. ~ 

The motor in W. K. Vanderbilt, Jr.’s, automo- 
bile launch, which has just been named the Hard 
Boiled Egg, was taken from his sixty horse 
power machine which won the hill-climbing con- 
test at Eagle Rock Hill last Fall. The motor 
is of aluminium, weighing 450 pounds, and has 
four cylinders. The boat draws only five inches 
of water, and has a long overhang bow, with a 
corresponding raking stern. The exterior is

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DEMOCRATIC PRINCIPLES. 

Time does not ease the pain which the 
New York Democratic platform gave and 
still gives to Mr. Bryan. Speaking to an 
audience assembled in the auditorium of 
the fair grounds at Dallas, Texas, last 
Friday, Mr. BrYan belabored the Sara- 
toga platform with all his might, pausing 
occasionally to give a whack to Mr. 
CLEVELAND and Judge PARKER. “If you 
will read the New York platform,” he 
shouted, “that is presented as the re- 
organizers’ platform, you will find there 
is not in it one single principle that you 
honest Democrats have learned to love. 
There is not a plank that you would be 
Willing to go before the country on as an 
honest statement of principles.” 

That is a little reckless even for W..J. 
BrYAN, The honest Democrats of Dallas, 
we have no doubt whatever, would feel 
no shame in going before the country on 
the declaration that our Presidents ought 
not to make our laws or violate the 
pledges of our, treaties, or bear them- 
selves in such a restless, adventurous, 
and generally turbulent manner as to im- 
pair business confidence. We make bold 
to affirm, also, that the Democrats of 
Dallas would not balk at the Saratoga 
platform’s demand for “ honesty in the 
public service.” In short, there are a 
good many old-fashioned Democratic 
principles imbedded in that platform, and 
there are plenty of live political issues 
which it treats in a Democratic way, 
though we admit that Mr. Bryan might 
never find that out. 

But we defy the honest Democrats of 
Texas and of all the other States and 
Territories to find any Bryanism in the 
New York Democratic platform. We 
have not heard that any Democrat of the 
ancient faith who of late has found him- 
self unable to act with his party has an- 
nounced the discovery of heretical or dis- 
quieting matter in that platform. No 
Democrat desiring and intending to re- 
turn to the party fold, now that BrYaNn 
has been put out of it, has been deterred 
by anything the New York Democrats 
said at Saratoga. The Democrats of 
some of the States have not been so suc- 
cessful in purging away the taint. of 
Bryanism. 

The Wisconsin Democratic platform, 
for instance, declares that “ the last Na- 
tional platform is the code of National 
Democracy and should be recognized as 
such until a new platform is adopted.” 
It also declared for an income tax, and 
for the election of United States Senators 
by the people. It called for the “ exter- 
mination” of the “so-called trust or- 
ganizations.” Here in the East the Dem- 
ocrats have ‘not so entirely lost their 
heads over the trust issue. They demand 
regulation, the curing of evils 
and abuses, but not the extermination of 
industrial organizations that, when their 
power to do evil has been restrained, are 
no longer a source of public danger, but 
are to be reckoned as a part of the bene- 
ficial and wealth-producing machinery of 
the country. As for the other Wisconsin 
planks to which we referred, their in- 
clusion in the Saratoga platform would 
have gone far to assure to the Repub- 
Jicans the thirty-nine Electoral votes of 
New York. 

The New York Democrats made no 
compromises. They offered not the 
slightest concession to Bryanism. Their 
attitude very naturally puts Mr. BRYAN 
in a rage, but it has not cost the party 
the vote of a single Democrat in those 
States which must be carried to elect the 
Presidential candidate of the party. 
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PORT ARTHUR. 

As we have already pointed out, Port 
Arthur may even now be said, and with 
accuracy, to be» “invested.” It was so 
when it was shut up from communication 
by sea or land with the outside world. 
That definitively happened with the tak- 
ing of Kin-Chow. It means that the gar- 
rison can receive from outside no further 
reinforcements of men, munitions, or pro- 
visions, but must defend itself with what 
resources it now has until relieved. This 
relief can come only from the advance 
southward of Gen. KUROPATKIN's army, 
which would have first to defeat the 
Japanese army which barred its way. 
That is a contingency so far out of the 
question, during the probable period of 
endurance of the garrison of Port Arthur, 
that it may safely be neglected. 

The immediate question of the war 
seems, therefore, to be whether Japan 
will proceed by regular siege or by as- 
sault in the reduction of the fortress 
which is not only the symbol but the as- 
gurance of Ruszian domination in South- 


ern Manchuria, Relief ‘bel out ot the 
question, the Japanese can clearly take 
their choice of methods. Of the two that 
are open to them, simply “sitting down 
before ” the place seems to be more cer- 
tain than to attempt it by an assault, 
prepared for by a furious bombardment 
by sea and land. And evidently it is far 
less costly. The loss of 3,000 which the 
Japanese admit at Kin-Chow was by no 
means too heavy a price to pay for the 
victory. But any price in lives is too 
great if victory could be bought cheaper, 
And, strong as the defenses of Nanshan 
Hill were, and stubbornly as it was ‘de- 
fended, the price paid for its capture is 
but a small fraction of the price that 
would have to be paid for Port Arthur if 
Port Arthur were undertaken by assault, 
even if the assault were certain to be 
successful. But there is no certainty of 
that kind. If the Russians had resisted 
the ninth assault at Kin-Chow as vigor- 
ously as they had resisted the preceding 
eight they might still be in possession of 
that outwork, or at least the Japanese 
would have had all the work to do over 
again. And of course the outwork was 
by no means so strong as is the citadel. 
On the other hand, the reduction by 
siege is practically a certainty. The time 
will come when the garrison will have 
exhausted not only its means of defense, 
but its means of subsistence, to neither of 
which can any addition henceforth be 
made, If that time will pretty surely 
come before relief can come to the garri- 
son from a relieving and victorious Rus- 
sian army, then, pretty evidently, the 
slow and sure work of time is to be pre- 
ferred to the chance of success and the 
certainty of great losses, in an assault. 
The besiegers are not, according to the 
present aspects of the campaign, pressed 
for time, Nevertheless, time is, as it al- 
ways is in war, “of the essence.” The 
question is how long can the garrison, 
depressed by the consciousness of previ- 
ous defeat, depressed by the impossibility 
of obtaining for months relief from out- 
side, depressed by the complete stoppage 
of all communication with the outer 
world—how long can such a garrison hold 
out? This is a question of moral as well 
as material endurance, and we have just 
given some of the considerations which 
tend to weaken the moral endurance of 
the garrison of Port Arthur. The mate- 
rial question is how much food and how 
much ammunition is there within the 
walls of Port Arthur for a garrison, say, 
of thirty thousand, and how many times 
thirty thousand rations are there in the 
place—that is to say, how many days’ 
supplydo they constitute? It is upon the 
answer to that question that the decision 
of the Japanese to choose siege or storm 
is likely to depend. That is a question 
the answer to which is much more accu- 


rately known in Tokio than in New York, - 


and very possibly than in St. Petersburg. 


OUR TASK AT MOROCCO. 

It is a curious coincidence that in the 
opening of the twentieth century the 
United States should be called on to do 
police duty on the shores of the Mediter- 
ranean and to protect its citizens against 
the violence of descendants of the North 
African pirates whom it punished in the 
early years of the nineteenth century, 
During that time the civilization of that 
region has not greatly advanced, but the 
region itself has become the object of the 


‘aspirations and appetites of European 


Powers, so that any decisive action there 
will be watched with careful vigilance 
by the Governments of at least three of 


those Powers—France, Spain, and Great. 


Britain. The situation also differs in 
this, that the nominal ruler of Morocco 
would doubtless be as much gratified as 
our own Government if the “ bandit” 
RAISULI could be brought to terms. 

The immediate objective of the com- 
mander of the ships of the United States 
about to gather at Tangier will, of 
course, be the rescue of our citizen, Mr. 
PERDICARIS, from the captivity in which 
he is held by Rarsuui. In this he will 
have the support of the Sultan of Mo- 
rocco, will be able to act with his ap- 
proval and authority, and will probably 
receive from him some aid, though how 
much it is impossible now to say. As Mr. 
VARLEY, who is a fellow-captive with 
Mr. PERDICARIS, is a British subject, it is 
to be expected that the British Govern- 
ment will indorse the action of our com- 
mander, and will co-operate with him to 
the extent of its power. If the purpose 
of the two Governments is distinctly 
made known and is pursued with pru- 
dence and at the same time with proper 
energy, there is no reason to doubt that 
the captives will be released, unless they 
shall have been put to death. In the lat- 
ter case there will arise the question of 
punishment of the offender and indem- 
nity for the offense. 

The prospect is not altogether a pleas- 
ing one, for it involves possible complica- 
tions and commitments the outcome of 
which cannot be foreseen. If our ma- 
rines, with the aid of Government troops, 
could get at the mountain camp of Rar- 
suLt and force him to release the cap- 
tives, it would be a simple matter and 
nothing would remain except to secure 
from the Sultan some guarantee of the 
safety of Americans within ‘hig jurisdic- 
tion. But if the campaign against the 
bandit should prove a difficult or imprac- 
ticable task without a larger force than 
is now to be sent, or if in desperation the 
bandit should murder his captives and 
the hill tribes should rally to him to wage 
war against the Sultan and his foreign 
ally, the whole question of the political 
administration of Morocco, with the in- 
terests of France and Spain therein, 
would be raised. 

So far as can now be.seen, that would 
present the situation for which France 


has long been preparing. It would be. 


open to her to step in, assume the task of 
keeping order and protecting legal rights, 
international rights included, and virtu- 
ally establishing a protectorate over the 
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country. “In ee ‘agreement Secon 
reached between France-and Great Brit- 
ain this result was expressly contemplat- 
ed, and Great Britain gave her assent in 
advance to such a policy on the part of 
France on condition only: that British 
trade should be respected, that no fortifi- 


cations should threaten Gibraltar from. 


the south, and that an amicable arrange- 
ment should be made with Spain. So far 
as the United States is concerned, our 
Government would be only too glad to 
have a strong and responsible Govern- 
ment set up with whom we could deal in 
the matters that affect us. Nor is there 
reagon to think that the consent of Spain 
would be withheld if her claims on the 
Atlantic littoral could be recognized, as 
they easily could be. Thus it may turn 
out that the almost accidental interven- 
tion of the United States in the affairs of 
Morocco, the mere appearance of our 
ships there to enforce the rights of our 
nationals, may bring the long-discussed 
and vexatious matter of Moroccan reor- 
ganization to a practical conclusion, 
———— ee

President RoosEVELT’s message 
“‘profound sympathy, official and per- 
sonal,” sent to the widow of Senator 
Quay, was characteristically frank and 
manly. ‘‘ Throughout my term as Presi- 
dent Senator Quay has been my stanch 
and loyal friend.” This was undoubtedly 
the fact, and the proclaiming of it at the 
momeént of Mr, Quay’s death was due to 
an impulse which the President is the 
last man to resist. 

The Globe of this city, which is a very 
zealous supporter and a very admiring 
advocate of Mr. Roosrve.t, finds it 
“agreeable to turn from the unwhole- 
someness of such a career as Quay’s to 
the wholesomeness of the comment on 
that career,” It says:

The energy of the posthumous detraction 
—the common consent by which the rule of 
de rmortius nil nisi bonum has been sus- 
pended—suggests that Quay, if he had been 
given to deathbed regret, might have said 
that after a lifetime in politics he left no 
geod man in politics his friend. 

In his address at Gettysburg on Mon- 
day Mr. RoosEvELt, praising the courage 
of Mr. Quay, which won for him the 
medal of honor for service at Fredericks- 
burg, had this sententious generalization 
to add: : 

Exactly as in time of war courage is the 
cardinal virtue of the soldier, so in time of 
peace honesty, using the word in its deep- 
est and broadest significance, is the essen- 
tial basic virtue, without which all else 
avails nothing. 


THE PERRY MEMORIAL RELIEF FUND 

It was just half a century, on the 3lst 
of last March, since the first treaty be- 
tween Japan and the United States was 
signed by Commodore Perry. By that 
treaty Japan became the pupil in modern 
civilization of the United States. The 
Japanese have not forgotten the fact, and 
we, On our side, ought not to forget it. 
We ought to be proud of our pupil, as, in- 
deed, the great majority of us are. Sure- 
ly never was seed sown on better ground. 
Never in the whole history of the world 
has there been a more astonishing half 
century of progress on the part of any 
nation than Japan has since made, From 
a nation quite outside of the main cur- 
rent of the world’s advance, she has 
taken her place as one of the leaders of 
that advance. She is already of far more 
international account than the ancient 
and hidebound empire of China, from 
which came her old culture which she 
has abandoned in favor of the newer, and 
which yet outnumbers her ten to cne. 
She has taken “among the nations of 
the earth her separate and equal sta- 
tion,” and she is in the way to vindicate 
her claim to a leading place by defeating 
the biggest and most backward of Euro- 
pean nations, as she had already defeat- 
ed the biggest and most backward of 
Asiatic nations. 

No event can be worthier of celebration 
than that which has produced these 
astonishing results. It is in process of 
the most practical and rational sort cf 
celebration. At the commemorative meet- 
ing held in Tokio March 81, a relief fund 
for the families of Japanese soldiers and 
sailors was formed, and some $35,000 
were promptly subscribed. The American 
Asiatic Association very promptly and 
very appropriately took up the work of 
celebration on this side. Something over 
$5,000 has already been pledged in sub- 
scriptions, and a strong committee has 
been formed, headed by Gen. WoopFrorp. 
it is most appropriate that the move- 
ment should have,been taken in charge 
by the American Asiatic Association, an 
organization formed to promote Ameri- 
can trade with the Far Hast. For, while 
the work of Felief is purely a work of 
humanity, such auspices denote the con- 
sciousness Of those who have undertaken 
the celebration tirat Japan is fighting our 
battle in the Far East, and that Japan- 
ese victories. are followed, as they were 
ten years ago, by the opening of the door 
of Asia to foreign trade, whereas, since 
Russia interfered to prévent the consum- 
mation of the arrangement proposed by 
Japan, Russian successes have meent, 
and will continue to mean, the elusing of 
the door in the faces of foreign traders.

THE ALDERMEN AND 
CLEANING. 

During the past week the Tammany 
representatives in the Board of Alder- 
men , have seen a great light. It is 
shrewdly suspected that it came from the 
Mayor's office. What the Mayor said 
about Commissioner Wooprpury and his 
own intentions not to be in the least in- 
fluenced by.the Tammany clamor for 
the removal of that officer may have 
made it evident that it would be extreme- 
ly “bad politics” to cripple the Street 
Cleaning Department if nothing in the 
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‘way. of patrohege “Gould be secured 
thereby. 

The Tammany Aldermen do not like 
Commissioner Wooppury. They would 


-not like any Commissioner who did not 


find it consistent with his sense of offi- 
cial duty to administer his office for the 
upbuilding of the Tammany machine. 
But since Major Woopsury is where he 
is, and since he is likely to remain there 
until Tammany again appeals to the 
people in another Mayoralty election, to 
deprive him of the means of keeping New 
York clean would be suicidal. So the 
vote adopting the adverse report of the 
Finance Committee was yesterday recon- 
sidered and the appropriation authorized 
by the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment approved with only one dis- 
senting vote on a roll call. The Tam- 
many combine to discredit Commissioner 
Woopsury dissolved as completely as if 
it had never existed. Its members re- 
turned to the reservation meekly enough, 
washed off the war paint, and lack the 
satisfaction of having even so thinly 
covered a scalp as that of Commissioner 
Woopsury to adorn the ridge pole of the 
Wigwam. 

AUSTRALIAN LABOR MONOPOLY. 

Mr. G. Euton Mayo furnishes to The 
Pall Mall Gazette the following state- 
ment of the policy of the new Premier of 
Australia, as outlined recently by Mr, 
WATSON himself: 

1. To prohibit all coloted.labor and to 
close the doors of the country to immi- 
grant workmen.—By thi¢s means it is hoped 
that competition in crowded areas will be 
prevented and an artificially high rate of 
wages will be maintained. This much is 
already an accomplished fact. 

2. To bring about State ownership of 
land.—The method of procedure suggested 
is first to institute a progressive land tax— 
that is to say, one which gradually in- 
creases in value—while, pari passu with 
this. the revenue from all other sources, 
except customs, is diminished. Finally, 
the single tax will be attained, land will 
be taxed to its full rental value, so that, 
to make a bare living, the owner himself 
will kave to cultivate the ground. Follow- 
ing naturally on this, the State would be- 
come the sole owner of real property. 

3. To introduce organized Socialism.— 
The State, having acquired all landed prop- 
erty, will proceed to crush private com- 
mercial enterprise by instituting subsi- 
dizea Government workshops with special 
inducements to workers, such as higher 
wages and shorter hours. Finally the State 
will be the only capitalist. 

We cannot accept this as Mr. WatT- 
80N’sS explanation of the successive steps 
in the unfolding and application of his 
rolicy. The tone of the comment shows 
that it is the work of a critic and not a 
friendly one. But there is no reason to 
doubt that the main ultimate objects of 
the Labor Party in Australia are fairly 
defined. That party does not conceal its 
general purpose to establish a practical 
monopoly of the supply of labor in the 
Australian State, and it regards the 
gradual acquisition of Government con- 
trol of land and the gradual extension of 
Government organization of industries 
as desirable and, in the long run, inevita- 
ble. To bar out all laborers not now in 
the country is necessary, according to the 
party leaders and the party organs, to 
secure the rates of wages which they 
think are adequate and fair. Obviously 
it does not lie with Americans to deny 
the justice or the expediency of such a 
pcelicy, since Congress has gone a long 
way toward imposing it upon the United 
States. Chinese immigration is abso- 
lutely forbidden, and the prohibition is 
enforced with great vigilance and by the 
employment of extremely severe and ar- 
bitrary measures. The importation of all 
laborers under contract—that is to say, 
with any definite intention of using them 
—is also forbidden, and the law is very 
closely watched by the trades unions. 
The other ideas of State ownership of 
land and State organization of industries 
are more strictly peculiar to Australia, 
but they are not objects of immediate 
effort there. 

Clearly the purpose of the Labor Party 
in Australia is to secure a monopoly of 
employment by the suppression of any 
possible competition from abroad. That 
is also the purpose of our own trades 
unions. It is in spirit precisely the same 
as the purpose of all our protectionists, 
applying to labor ‘what the latter apply 
to manufactures. We do not think that 
it can be attained in Australia without 
serious sacrifice, because the population 
is still sparse, industry is not established, 
natura] resources are limited in amount 
and still more so in variety, and the de- 
velopment of the country requires both 
capital and labor in large amounts. But 
in a democracy experiments of the sort 
proposed by the Australian Labor Party 
must be worked out in practice if the 
majority desiring them is large enough. 
It is the only way of getting at their 
real value. It may be a long time before 
this particular experiment gets beyond 
the stage of discussion. The Labor Min- 
istry does not control a working major- 
ity of its own in Parliament, but de- 
pends on a coalition which at any time 
may break down. But the discussion wil) 
prove very interesting. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMEs. 


— Commenting on the recent report from 
Washington that the Post Office Depart- 
ment has decided to withdraw the privi- 
leges of the mails from quack doctors by 
issuing fraud orders against them and with- 
holding their letters, The Medical Journal 
says that this is “news that seems tao 
good to be true.”” It has no doubt at all 
that the quacks work an_ incalculable 
amount of harm among the victims whose 
ignorance and fears they ruthlessly ex- 
ploit, but it evidently wonders just how 
the postal officials are going to set about a 
task that is not the less difficult because 
its performance somehow and by somebody 
has long been recognized as greatly need- 
ed. We had the same feeling with regard 
to the other details of the report mentioned, 
which included a general censorship of ad- 
vertisements in the newspapers of the coun- 
try and the exclusion from the mails of 
papers that gave publicity to anything sub- 
versive of public interests. The purpose is 
admirable, but its execution involves the 
settlement of innumerable questions on 
which there can be wide differences of hon-

‘own judgment he would soon find himself 


in something hotter than water can ever 
be made. Is the censor, for instance, to 
take one of the simplest of the problems 
that would confront him, to hold, as do the 
regular and orthodox doctors, that every 
doctor who openly advertises is a quack, 
from whom, as well as from the newspapers 
in which he advertises, the privileges of the 
mails should be withdrawn? That would 
be going far, and it would be going further 
still to place the departmental ban on all 
patent and proprietary medicines, merging, 
as they do, insensibly into health foods on 
the one side and into established household 
remedies on the other. The trouble is to 
determine where to draw the line, At pres- 
ent, within the limits of the obviously im- 
moral or illegal, each newspaper draws that 
line for itself, in accordance with the dic- 
tates of its own sense of the proprieties, 
and fortunately that sense is growing more 
delicate with the passage of every year. 
Just what the postal people are planning 
we do not understand, but we are confident 
that they intend nothing so far-reaching as 
the plans recently ascribed to them by per- 
sons who, unlike The Medical Journal, do 
not have their expectations restrained by 
the realization that some news is “‘ too good 
to be true.”” B 


—There is, as one of our correspondents 
revealed to some and recalled to others, 
an “end-seat’” problem in churches as 
well as on street cars, and everybody is 
well aware how much more desirable to 
all are the aisle chairs in theatres than 
are those less easy to reach—and to 
abandon. A little reflection shows that 
the current controversy is only one branch 
of-a great subject, nothing less than a 
general and instinctive tendency of the 
human race to regard “end seats’’ any- 
where as more satisfactory than seats of 
other kinds—worth paying extra money to 
get and worth keeping at a considerable 
expense of popularity during the period 
of occupancy, The person in the end seat, 
whether he has acquired it by purchase or 
luck, is indifferent to the hostile glances 
or derogatory remarks of which he is the 
object simply because he knows, if he 
has thought about it, and feels, if he hasn’t, 
that the reprehension he receives is only 
one of the allotropic forms of envy, and 
that he is much less hated for what he 
does than .because he prevents other peo- 
ple from doing the same thing. In the 
case of the street cars this is especially 
evident, for the folks who are making all 
the complaints are merely voicing their 
discontent with the number of end seats 
that they are able to secure for them- 
selves. Investigation would almost cer- 
tainly show that those who want the end- 
seat occupants to move over are they who 
are accustomed to take cars at a consid- 
erable distance from the terminals, where, 
of course, the end seats are usually pre- 
empted. Those whose daily rides begin at 
the ends of routes are~ quite satisfied 
with things as they are, and are not 
clamoring for a change in the natural 
order of giving the preference to the for- 
tunate ones who come first to get it. 


—~Again on Monday afternoon there 
Was a young flood in the cafion through 
which the New York Central and New 
Haven trains traverse the Bronx region, 
and passengers had the curious experience 
of riding with water washing angrily 
about the car steps and occasionally splash- 
ing into the doors. There is apparently not 
much danger in these episodes, for they 
occur two or three times every Summer, 
and nothing worse than the extinction of 
an engine’s fires has ever happened, and 
even that not often, Still, this sort of 
navigation is not exactly reassuring to the 
helpless people deep down between the 
stone walls, with no knowledge as to when 
the rise of the water is to cease, and none 
as to the condition of the tracks over which 
their train is blindly feeling its way. Mov- 
ing as slowly as the trains do in these 
circumstances, the effects of running upon 
an unsupported rail would hardly be seri- 
ous, and yet it might easily be decidedly 
unpleasant. It does seem, therefore, that 
the railways interested might apply some 
of their large resources to the more ef- 
fective draining of their cafion. Of course 
they could do it if they tried, and it is not 
very creditable to them that they remain 
contentedly at the mercy of every thunder- 
storm that brings with it an -unusual 
amount of rain. We notice that this time 
the flood on the tracks fs ascribed in part 
or whole to a high tide that backed in 
through a sewer. That is a new explana- 
tion, but the tide, so far as we have 
noticed, never makes any. trouble of this 
sort except when there is a particularly 
vehement shower. Perhaps the two must 
work together to flood the tracks. 


—It detracts a good deal from one’s in- 
clination to credit the author of “A Little 
Garrison" with a desire to reform the Ger- 
man Army when one learns that he is now 
engaged in fighting a series of duels with 
the officers whom his tale offended. If he 
had the intention of doing more for the 
German Army than to tell a few of its 
minor scandals for the sake of making a 
sensation, he would demonstrate the con- 
viction that dueling is about the worst of 
army evils, and refuse to fall in with a 
custom that is equally absurd and wicked. 
As a real reformer the ex-Lieutenant would 
see that the fact that he had told some nec- 
essary truths was no reason why he should 
let those whose bad habits he had disclosed 
havea chance to kill him in single combat. 
Whether they win or he wins in these 
ridiculous little battles, nothing will be 
proved in regard to his original charges, 
and those whom he accused can well say 
that he is as unreasonable as they are.

will get killed in the end, and there seems 
to be no use at all in that, at least from the

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SPARE NOT THE ROD, 
CRY THE PEDAGOGUES 


Male Teachers at Hearing Argue 
for Corporal Punishment, 


ONLY TWO PROTESTING VOICES 


One Opponent Is a Woman—The Other 
Is Dr. Brower, Who Remembers 
His Sehool Days. 


At a public hearing held by the Commit- 
tee on Elementary Schools of the Board of 
Education yesterday afternoon on the ad- 
visability of reintroducing corporal punish- 
ment into the schools, both the ethical and 
practical questions involved were thrashed 
out, and the preponderance of opinion 
seemed to be that moral suasion was @ 
rather roundabout way of reaching the di- 
vine side of a bad boy’s nature. 

The matter came officially before the 
board several months ago through a’ peti- 
tion from the Male Principals’ Association, 
83 per cent. of the members going on record 
in favor of restoring the rod to its former 
usefulness in the case of refractory pupils. 
The members had a very large representa- 
tion at the hearing, but only two voices 
were raised on the other side of the argu- 
ment. Both of these, however, belonged to 
Principals. 

One was that of Miss Katherine D. Blake, 
Principal of Public School No. 6 and Presi- 
dent of the Women Phincipals’ Association 
of New York. She said that her organisa- 
tion was divided on the subject of corporal 
punishment, but that personally she was 
opposed to having it restored. 

“We need not go very far for a lesson,” 
she continued. *‘ Japanese parents never 
strike their children, because they do not 
want them to become afraid. Japanese 
soldiers have shown the world that this 1s 
a wise rule. Nothing is so demoralizing as 
fear.’’ 

The other opponent of the rod was Ed- 
ward H. Boyer, Principal of Public School 
No. 87. 

“I was eight years old when I entered 
public school in this city,” he said. re 
had been taught how to write with a lead 
pencil. In school they put a pen in my 
hand, and I did not know how to use it, 
Along came a brute and struck me on my 
Knuckles with a ruler. From an innovent 
boy he turned me into a little demon. 
{Laughter.] You may laugh, but it is no 
laughing matter with me. I fought three 
long years to get the rod out of the school. 
In 1869 I succeeded by a scant majority of 
one in the board. There were eleven Com- 
missioners against ten in the matter of 
abolishing corporal punishment. 

“We have gotten along very well since 
then, and would do so in the future, if only 
our Principals had more power in other 
directions. In the old days a Principal was 
a General; to-duy he is hardly a Sergeant. 
When Thomas Doyle was Principal of the 
Norfolk Street School he was Kingof Nor- 
felk Street. When Hugh O'Neill was in 
the Mulberry Street School he was master 
of Mulberry Bend. When I was in old No, 
9, in Shantytown, my will was law in the 
Shantytown school, 

“To-day my District Superintendent—and 
he is not bad, as such men go, but he can't 
run my school any more than he can run a 
lecomotive—comes nosing around the front 
entrance of my school in the morning to see 
how many boys come late, and then he 
comes up and criticises me. All we need to 
maintain discipline in our schools is man- 
hood, and no stick is needed to show that. 
The fact remains that the boy who can 
protect himself will go without a licking, 
but the boy who can't will get all that is 
coming to him and more. 

“IT am against this corporal punishment, 
because I know that if it is restored the 
millionaire’s son will be spared and the 
poverty-stricken boy will be hammered and 
beaten.”’ 

There were indignant cries of ‘“ No! 
No!” from all parts of the hall. Dr. Boyer 
stood silent until the uproar had died down, 
and then retorted: 

‘“*I know what I am talking about. When 
I was in school, Conby, who was Sheriff 
of New York, had a young devil of a son 
in my class. He was spared, because his 
Pa was Sheriff. I was licked. I don’t want 
corporal punishment anyhow, because I 
have a very bad temper and there are 
others among us who are afflicted very 
much the same way.” 

As soon as he had spoken, Dr. Boyer 
left the hall. Dr. John Doty, President 
of the Male Principals’ Association, got the 
floor a minute later. He was to speak on 
ways and means to reduce the percentage 
of truancy in the schools, but he began by 
telling a story. 

‘*I am sorry Mr. Boyer is not present to 
hear it,” said he. ‘‘Some time ago the 
Public Education Society held a conference 
to consider this very subject. One eminent 
educator was asked this question: ‘If a 
boy called you an obscene name what would 
you do to him, if corporal punishment were 
not open to you?’ ‘I would give him an 
uppercut or an undercut or any old cut, 
and there would be no corporal punishment 
ar it,’ reguton Sais educator. 

= at man, ladies and gentlemen, was 
Mr. Boyer. I shall tell him I have told this 
story on him,” 

Principal John P. Conroy said that out o 
428 Principais who had been Seen 
on the subject 269 had responded. Of these, 
223 were in favor of restoring corporal pun- 
ishment as a’means of discipline while 39 
Were opposed and 6 were doubtful. Mr. 
Conroy said the committee also had taken 
pains to ascertain the attitude of members 
of the Committee of Fifteen appointed by 
the National Educational Association. Of 
the members of this committee, composed 
of educators of National reputation, eleven 
were in favor of giving to Principals the 
power of corporal punishment, three were 
against it, and one had not been heard from. 

Of the teachers in this city, 6,000 had been 
interrogated. Only 1,200 had regponded, 
and all these showed that they took com- 
perativew little interest in the matter. 

uperintendent Lane of the public school 
system of Chicago sent to the committee 
a letter, in which he told of what they did 
to bad boys out there, - Instead of giving 
them a whipping, as the Principals here 
wanted to do, the Chicago pedagogues 
would send them into solitary confinement 
for twenty-four hours in a light and well 
ventilated room, where they were kept on a 
milk and bread diet. 

“Oh, that’s too easy,’ shouted somebody 
in the hall. 

“Judging from the quality of milk we 

et here,’’ said Dr. Conroy, “I'd rather 

ave my boy get his dose in the old-fash- 
joned way that I and some of the gray- 
haired boys around me used to get it.’

VINELAND, N. J., May 31.—The greatest 
surprise that Vineland has had in a long 
time is the wedding announcement of Miss 
Susan P. Fowler, one of the original dress 
reformers, who has been photographed as a 
lecturer and farmer, for newspapers for 
years.

Tells ea Le eer ) 


ALBANY, N. ¥., May 31.—Chief Judge. 


Alton B. Parker of the Court of Ap 
supplemented his address on “The 

and Development of the Law,” delivered” 
before the students: of the Albany Law 
School to-day, with an interesting informal 
talk in which he told of his early experi 
ences as a lawyer. 

He advised them that while partnerships 
with successful attorneys were alluring, the 
most successful lawyers were usually those 
who endured the “hard knocks” of prac« 
ticing alone. His main idea, he said, during 
the first years of his practice was to get 
enough money to pay his board and office 
rent, . 

Judges, he said, always treat the young 
practitioner with great consideration, and 
take {nto account his nervousness and 
‘stage fright.” In his own first experi+ 
ence before the Court of Appeals, his op- 
ponent was an attorney under whom he 
had studied. 

“I always had had a great deal of re- 
spect for him,” said Judge Parker, “ but 
that respect developed into terror as the 
hour for the argument approached, and 
my elaborately prepared argument dwitt- 
died into a ten-minute speech, T never 
shall forget,” Judge Parker added, “ the 
kindliness and gentleness with which I was 
treated upon that occasion by Chief ‘Judge 
Church.” 

Judge Parker urged his hearers to culti- 
vate truthfulness and personal honesty, in- 
sisting that character and integrity were 
the best assets of the lawyer, and that @ 
man’s reputation in his own community 


would certainly greatly augment his pro- 
fessional attainments.

THE FINANGIAL MARKETS 


Stocks Heavy; Call Money Easy, 
1@1 1-4. 


The Market Gains Neither in Tone Nor 
in Volume by the Recess Dur- 
ing the Holidays. 


Presumably the three-day holiday ben- 
efited the members of the Exchange, but 
it did the market no good, Business was 
resumed after the recess from Friday as 
though no adjournment had been taken. 
With a volume of 137,418 shares it can- 
not be contended that either bulls or 
bears are active, and it is necessary to 
admit that the familiar and still contin- 
uing sagging tendency is as nearly nat- 
ural as markets ever are. When the gen- 
eral tendency of prices is downward by 
fractions it might seem that the market 
should be described properly as weak, 
and yet the impression given is rather of 
strength. The movement of the Erie de- 
scriptions, for instance, was irregular, 
the range being a rise of an eighth for 
the common and a fall of 1 for the pre- 
ferred. That cannot be described as a 
demonstration of weakness following a 
report of loss of net in April of $293,375. 
Canadian Pacific lost three-eighths on a 
loss of net of $80,641. St. Louis and 
Southwest issues lost fractions, although 
the coupon which had been the subject 
of insinuations rather than of justifiable 
doubts was paid. Possibly the softness 
of the stocks which had best reasons for 
rising. Was even more unsettling than the 
stubborn yielding of stocks about which 
the facets leave something to be desired. 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit, for instance, is 
lower than before the demonstration that 
the holiday traffic this year exceeds 
every expectation. It almost seems as 
though the market thought it high 
enough, even if the hopes of its friends 
become facts. Amalgamated Copper, 
which has been tipped most industriously 
for the among those yielding 
more than eighths.

Aldermen Rescind Their Action in 
Defeating Appropriation. 


TELL OF THEIR GRIEVANCES 


The Commissioner Promises to Transfer 
a Man for Donohue — Building Or- 
dinance Passed—Hit at Grout. 


Acting under orders. from Charles 
Murphy, after Mayor MeClellan had urged 
the course upon the Tamimany leader, the

Tammany members of the Board of Alder-. 


men backed water yesterday in their: atti- 
tude toward Commissioner Woodbury of the 
Department of Street Cleaning, and grant- 
ed the $314,200 appropriation for new plant 


and equipment which had been voted down | 


at the meeting the wéek before. 

Before the matter came up in the Board 
of Aldermen there was a general attempt 
on the part of Vice Chairman Sullivan, 
Alderman Gaffney, Alderman ~ Donohue, 
and Commissioner Woodbury to reach a 
general understanding. This was only 
partly successful. F 

Alderman Donohue declared that he had 
an old grievance against the Commissioner 
because he had refused to transfer a man 
in the department to a point of duty near 
his own home. Commissioner Woodbury 
said he would see that the transfer would 
be made, whereas he formerly had declined 
to take that action. 

Alderman Gaffney then said he, too, had 
a grievance, because the Commissioner 
fined men ten days’ pay for slight causes, 
which Gaffney declared to be excessive. 
He told the Commissioner that he thought 
the men should be suspended ten days, if 
that penalty must be inflicted, so that the 
men could work some other place. Gaffney 
declared after the interview that Woodbury 
promised to do that, but when the Commis- 
sioner was asked about it later he said the 
request had béen made by Gaffney, but 
that no such promise had been given or 
would be given. 

After this conference Alderman McCall 
moved on the floor that the Board recon- 
sider the vote of last week upholding the 
adverse report of the Finance Committee. 

“I vote against reconsideration,’’ declared 
Alderman Wafer, ‘‘and if it be carried I 
hope the whole matter will be allowed to 
drop and give the Mayor and his chum, 
Woodbury, an opportunity td get the money 
by a bond issue under the six weeks’ law.” 

President Littleton urged the appropria- 
tion on the ground of public necessity, and 
then Commissioner Woodbury explained 
the need of the money. Alderman Warks 
asked the Commissioner if it were true that 
push-cart peddlers would have to have their 
photographs on their licenses, and the Com- 
missioner said he knew nothing of such a 
project. Alderman Dowling then added 
that he would offer a resolution forbidding 
the ‘“‘gentlemen of the east side from 
wearing beards in v7 and August.”’ 

Alderman Doull, who led the fight on 
Woodbury a week ago, declared he wished 
to retract nothing he then had said. He 
said his attack on the Commissioner was 
not to compel him to resign, but to force 
him to clean the streets. He said he be- 
lieved in “Mayor McClellan, however, and 
would vote for the lore “pore riation 
because the Mayor wanted it, but he gave 
notice that unless there was an improve- 
ment in the condition of the streets he 
would not yote for another Woodbury ap- 
propriation. 

Alderman Wafer then declared that if 
Low and McClellan were running for office 
now he would vote for Low, as when he 
voted for McClellan he believed he would 
**bunko’’ Woodbury and all other Repub- 
lican office holders. 

Vice Chairman Sullivan ‘wound up the 
debate by suggesting that Woodbury in 
future, when he wants an appropriation, 
should come to some of the hearings an- 
nounced by the Finance Committee. The 
vote showed 46 in favor of reconsideration 
and only one, Wafer, against. Alderman 
McCall then offered a resolution rejecting 
the previous adverse report of the Finance 
Committee and asked its passage on a 
“vice versa’’ vote. The resolution was 
adopted and the appropriation then was 
granted. 

There was another little flurry when it 
came time for action on a request from 
Controller Grout to increase from $4,500 to 
$5,000 the salary of Hubert L. Smith as 
Assistant Deputy Controller and Secretary 
of the Board of Estimate. Alderman Sul- 
livan and others thought this a chance to 
hit back at the Controller, and they asked 
to have the resolution laid aside, but it 
already was on the roll call, and the re- 
quest was ruled out. Aldermen Sullivan, 
Gaffney, and McCall then voted adversely, 
and the other Tammany men refrained from 
voting. so the measure received only 36 af- 
firmative votes whereas 40 are required to 
pass. It was laid over then. 

The board approved the amendment to the 
Building Code, giving the department 
power to stop construction on any bufllding 
which, in the judgment of the Superintend- 
ent, endangers public safety. 

The board also pnassed a resolution in- 
creasing from fifteen to sixteen the num- 
ber of Insvectors of Police. This is to 
provide a place for Inspector Donald Grant, 
recently reinstated by the courts. It also 
increased the salary of Secretary Howells 
of the department from $2.500 to $3,000, and 
made as a special order for next week the 
granting of special revenue bonds for $172,- 
150 for salaries of new patrolmen. 


MAY DODGE EXCISE PENALTY. 


Saloon Man, Fearing Forfeiture of Li- 
cense, Tries Bankruptcy as an Escape. 


A petition in bankruptcy filed yesterday 
by John Stubenvoll, a bartender of 210 East 
Tenth Street, and formerly a liquor dealer, 
seeks to make the State and a surety com- 
pany his principal creditors, so that he may 
avoid through bankruptcy the penalties of 
losing his liquor license through forfeiture. 

His principal debt, he says, is $1,682, the 
amount of a judgment recovered in the Su- 
preme Court by the Excise Commissioner 
and assigned to creditors. The petitioner 
also says that the United States Fidelity 
and Surety Company is a creditor, but the 
amount of its claim is ‘‘unknown.”” The 


company paid the judgment against Stuben- 
voll. 

Bankruptcy lawyers showed interest: in 
the case yesterday. Some of them pointed 
out that if a man could escape the penal- 
ties of a forfeited liquor licenSe through 
the easy medium of the bankruptcy courts, 
the loss of licenses would be little dreaded 
by liquor dealers. Some lawyers expresséd 
the opinion that Stubenvoll’s petition would 
be successful. 


SEES SICK MAN AND FAINTS. 


Young Man Follows to Hospital 
Broker Who Collapsed in Wall Street. 


William J. Dykers, forty-nine years old, 
a coffee broker with offices at 83 Front 
Street and living at Bloomfield, N. J., be- 
came suddenly ill yesterday afternoon while 
walking in front of 8 Wall Street and fell 
to the sidewalk in convulsions. A policeman 
called an ambulance from the Hudson Street 
Hospital, where the broker remained two 
hours before he was able to go home in a 
cab. 

While the ambulance was on its way to 
Wall Street Mr. Dykers lay on the floor of 


the building at No. 8. His prostrate form 
was seen by Louis Whitney, twenty years 
old, who fainted and was taken to the 
hospital. An hour later he had recovered. 


KILLED HIMSELF AT LAST. 


Man Rescued Alive and Found Drowned 
by Same Man.

CASHIER BOLTS, AND 
COTTON FIRM FAILS 


Munn, Son & Co., One of Oldest 
Brokerage Houses, Suspends. 


EXPECTED TO RESUME SOON 


Clarence F. Cameron, the Vanished Em- 
ploye, Had Been with the Com- 
pany Seventeen Years. 


Munn, Son & Co., one of the oldest cot- 
ton firms in the city, found it advisable 
yesterday to announce its suspension on 
the Cotton Exchange. The announcement 
that the firm was in difficulty caused a 
small sensation on the local. exchange, 
where the company has been known for 
years as one of the best spot cotton and 
brokerage houses in the city. The firm 
was founded over fifty years ago by the 
present members’ grandfather, who was 
also one of the charter members of the 
Cotton Exchange. After the founder's 
death his son, A. Godwin Munn, conducted 
the business so well that he was able to 
hand it over to his sons in a most flourish- 
ing condition. The estate of the father 
had still a slight interest in the business 
which, however, was carried in by the two 
sons, Samuel G. Munn and H. Tileston 
Munn, 6 

According to a statement of Augustus H. 
Skillin,. attorney, the suspension was due 
to the disappearance of the firm’s cashier, 
a trusted clerk who had beeri in the Munns’ 
employ for seventeen years. The name of 
this clerk is Clarence F. Cameron, and his 
home fs in Brooklyn. Cameron had not been 
at the office since.a week ago last Satur- 
day. On the following Monday he tele- 
phoned that he would be a little late in 
getting downtown, as his child was sick. 
That was the last heard of him. Not even 
his wife has seen him since then. She 
came down to the office yoseneey morn- 
ing and stated that ‘her husband had left 
home a little later. than usual-on the same 
Monday, ap were. in order’ to go to 
the office. He was late because their child 
was Sick with the measles. 

When several days passed and the miss- 
ing man did not show up, the firm looked 
into his books and found them badly tan- 
gled up. Cameron was in absolute charge 
of the stock and grain department and 
the books relating to that branch of the 
business were entirely in his care. He had 
nothing to do with the coffee or cotton 
business, and on those two exchanges the 
firm had no. outstanding liabilities, for ac- 
cording to the statement made when the 
suspension was announced, all the firm’s 
contracts were masehed and balanced each 
other. ». a 

There were reports in the Street yester- 
day that the amount invioved was $100,- 
000, but that is not true, according to Mr. 
Skillin. While it is impossible as yet to tell 
the exact extent of the loss, it is believed 
that it will not exceed $5,000. It will take 
at least a week to go over the books and 
get accurate information. 

The discovery that the books were 
tangled was made when a supposed debtor 
of the firm sent in a claim fer money due. 
As it was impossible to tell from the books 
just where the firm stood, it was thought 
best to suspend until the situatfon had 
been cleared up. It is believed that. the 


‘firm will be able to resume business with- 


in a short time. The firm belonged to the 
Cotton Exchange and the Coffee Exchange 
in this city and the -Chicago Board of 
Trade.

TO MAKE 75 MILES AN HOUR. 


Central Railroad’s New Electric Locomo 
tives Are Being Built. 


A new type of electric locomotive, which 
will haul passenger trains at seventy-five 
miles an hour, is being built at Schenectady 
for the New York Central Railroad by the 
General Electric Company and American 
Locomotive Company. The new engine will 
develop from 2,200 to 2,800 horse power. The 
present large Atlantic type of steam loco- 
motives, which haul the Empire State Ex- 
press and the Twentieth Century Limited, 
have an indicated horse power of 1,500 when 
running at a speed of sixty miles an hour. 

The electric locomotive will be a double- 
ender, running equally in either direction. 
It will. have four motors, each of 550 horse 
power at normal rating. Its motors will 
have only two magnetic poles, Anstead of 
four, the usual number on railway motors. 
The armature of each of these motors, in- 
stead of working through gearing, will be 
pressed solidly on the axle, having been 
previously assembled on a quill fer this 
purpose. 

The total weight of one of the locomo- 
tives, of which between thirty and fifty 
have been ordered, will be 190,000 pounds, 
or eighty-five tons. -Each of the driving 
wheels, of which there are eight, arranged 
in four pairs, will carry a weight of 17,000 
pounds. The Sprague-General Electric mul- 


tiple unit control ,will’ be installed on all 
the engines, so that two or more of them 
can be coupled together and run by a sin- 
gle motorman. he locomotives are de- 
signed to take the place of steam engines 
on all through trains as far out as Croton, 
thirty-four miles from the city, on_ the 
Hudson Division, and as far out as North 
White Plains, twenty-four miles, on the 
Harlem Division. There will be a separate 
electric service, not involving the use of 
locomotives. for all suburban trains within 


these limits.

FIVE CARS CRASH ON BRIDGE.
